THE World hath been lately obliged 
with fome Difcourfes on a very ca- 
rious and interefting Faflage in the 
Book of 3fob» It is not my inten- 
tion to enter into a Controver(y with any 
one; I (hall only confine myfelf to the laying 
together a few Obfervations, which might not 
fb well come within the Compafs of the Learn* 
ed Author's Defign, the attending to which 
however will be ufeful towards forming a 
Judgment of the Force of any Argumenta- 
tion upon the Subjed. 

Job is {aid to have liv'd in the Land of ^*i]r 
1\. But to know Where that was, it will be 
neceflary to confider, that we me^t with no lefs 
than Three Perfons of that Name*. One of

If the Defcendants of Nahor ^ as fome think, 
fettled in Arabia Deferta and near the Bor- 
ders of the Euphrates^^ it may noc be improba- 
ble, that the Land of %)^ the Country of Job 
muft be fought for in that Neighbourhood. 
'Tis certain that we muft look for it not far 
from the Chaldeans % Sabeans % and Buf^tes ^ 
Of this laft Tribe was Elihu ^ one of the Per- 
fons concerned in the Debate, and who is pro- 
perly enough faid to have been of the Kind- 
red of J^m^ or rather perhaps Aram^ who 
from Geri. 22. 21. appears to have been Ne- 
phew to Bu^ the founder of the Family. 

The Perfon that gave Name to the DHB^D 
Chajdim or Chaldeans'^ was *Tjr3 Chafd or Chefed 
another Son of Nahor. Thefe fettled, no 
doubt of it, not far from the But^^itesy and are

nophon % as lying on the North of Babylon to- 
wards Armenia^ and reprefehted by him as 
living on Plunder. 

By the Sabeans in the next place moft be 
underftoody not the Poeple of that Name in- 
habiting part of Arabia Felix^ mentioned in 
the Pfalms * and other Authors. For thefc 
lay at too great a Diftance from the Chal- 
deans above, and being feated in a rich and 
plentiful Country of their own, were not like- 
ly to make Incurfions^ and difturb the Peace 
of their Neighbours. Thcfe therefore muft 
rather be fought for, I fuppofe, amongft the

Bat the Authority of this Fragment is very 
qtiefHonable, and the Number of years affigned 
by it to Joby agree not at all with the Life of 
Man in that Age. We find Gen. 47. 28. that 
Jacob died at 147, and yet He was bat the 
3«*fi:om Abraham. His Son Jofeph died at 110, 
and His Father Ifaac at 180. What therefore 
this Author affirms of Job waA Jobab's being 
one and the fame perfon, may perhaps be 
owing to nothing more than fome obfcuire 
Tradition, founded only at firft on a fimila- 
rity of Names, and fo fcarce deferving any 
Notice at all '.

That in the 
midft of Health and Affluence^ He on a fud- 
cfen'loft both, i yet bore that lofs with great 
Patferice and Refignation to Providence, and 
ififei: fome time recovered both again. If the 
Jftraiber of years whrch He is faid to have 
£kVived his Calamities', depends on any cer- 
Mirft Hiftory, He^ihaff have lived very foon 
Wi^tt Airrahhm. As^He had Children grown op 
when thefe Calamities came upon Him, how- 
ever early Men married in thofe Days, we can- 
not well fqppofe Him at that time' to have 
heeb lefs that 40 or i^o. If to this we add 140^ 
the years that He is (aid to have lived after- 
wards, we fhail make Him 180 or 190 at his 
Death, agreeable enough with the Age of Ifaac^ 
with whom upon this Suppofittm^ He may be 
looked on as Contemporary, I fay upon this

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Suppofitimj/hecMfc it may be intirely arbitra- 
ry, and deiigned to fhew (according to the ge- 
neral Opinion in thofe Countries) that ieng 
Life is the l{eward of Piety and Virtue '. 

For though the Pcrfon oi Jub and the Sob- 
ftance of His Hiftory have in this manner been 
allowed to have been real; yet it cannot be de-- 
nied, I think, but that the whole (as we now 
have it) hath been heightened and ornament- 
ed by Fancy and Poetr^r. That Satan really 
aded the part afligned Him at the Beginnings 
or that the Dmty appeared, and fpoke as at 
the Conclufion, will hardly be believed by any 
one. To imagine that the } Friends fat oin 
the Ground 7 Days and 7 Nights without fpeak- 
ing a word, as they are reprefented to have 
done, ch. 2. 1 3 ; and that afterwards they main- 
tained a Converfation, in the Manner and ftile 
that follows; muft argue a Perfbn unacquaint- 
ed with the DiiSerence of Language, and not 
fit to be reafbned with. Eajiern Figure and 
Hyperbole muft here have an undoubted Share; 
and as it was neceflary for the Author to ac- 
count for the Manner how his Hero came to 
be fo affli<3:ed, he hath done it according to 
the Philofophy of his Time and Country. 

It will now be asked perhaps who was the

Author of the Piece under the form> in which 
we have it at prefent? A Q^ftion not eaiily 
refolved. Some are of Opinion that it was 
composed by Mofes ', but upon what Autho- 
rity is hard to fay. We may perhaps be nearer 
the Truth, if we fay by Elihu^ one of the Inters 
locutors, and who a<3:s the part of a Modera* 
tof in the Difpute. He interpofeth with great 
Diffidence and Modefty, excufeth His Yonth^ 
but fays nothing of Himfelf, when the Deioy 
pafleth Sentence at laft on j^^ and His Thrjfe 
other Friends. But who then was Elibu > To 
fay that He WMzBusihef is.Cxy'mg nothing at 
aii^ as we know not whether that might not be 
afiditioiisKaiiie of the Author 8 own choofing^ ,

Pat, 
in Job. He himfelf then concUdes, from the Frag* 
ment at the end of the Book, and from the Num- 
ber of Years that Job is faid to have lived, ow ^ Ma»- 
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who might think himielf at liberty, to be of 
what Tribe He pleafed *. 

But if we are thus at a lofs to know who 
was the Author, we are no lefs Co with regard 
to the Age He lived in. Mr. War bur ton », 
with great probability, fuppofes this Piece was 
compofed about the Captivity. The firft per- 
fon that mentions ^ob is E^kiel ^, an Author 
that lived at that Time, and who places Him 
after Danieiy who was then in Being, and an 
illuftrious Example of Piety and Virtue. 'Tis 
true indeed, if the Age affigned above to ^gb 
at his Death carries any weight with it, he 
could not be perfonally alive at that time, i8o 
or 190 years being no ways compatible with 
the Life of Man in thofe Days. But it may 
not be improbable, perhaps, from thence, that 
this Poem was then juft publilhed, and in great 
requeft. By this means the Charader of ^ob 
was well known to the Jewsy and therefore 
very properly alluded to by the Prophet. The 
Subjed:, 'tis certain, was very fit for that time. 
For by propofing to view a Great and Good

Mail) ftraggliog under the Weight of Mif* 
fortunes^ yet bearing them with Patience, it 
taught them either fin^y^ or colUUively as a 
People, what was their Duty, under Hardfhips 
brought upon themfelves by their Sins and Re- 
bellion againft God. If Job^ on account of his 
Virtue^ was reftored to his former flourifhing 
Condition; what was it but to keep alive their 
Hopes, that, agreeable to the Predidlions of 
their Prophets^ they (hould upon their Repen- 
tance be reftored to their own Land.^ 

A point that feems to be inculcated with 
great Addrefs, where 'tis faid, that ^^God will 
^*not revive the Wicked, but will do Juftice 
^•to the Afflided, He will not (fays this Wri- 
^*ter in the perfon of Elihw) withdraw his 
*^Eyes from oflf the Juft, but will replace Kings 
^^upon their Throne, from whence they have 
^^been dra^edy and will reftore them to them 
^*for ever, and raife them to Power and Ho^ 
^^nour. Notwithftanding they have been bound 
^^in Fetters, and held faft in Bands of Sorrow. 
^*He will tell them however what they have 
^^done, and their Crime, in behaving them- 
^•felves infolently towards Him." 

A pretty lively Defcription this ofManaJfeh's 
Cafe, and fuggefting to them in their own, 
that ^^God opened their Ears by Corredion,

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^«and bade them return from Folly. Telling 
^^ tbem^ that if they woald hearken, as they ought 
^^ te doy they fliould end their Days in Happi- 
:^* nefs, and their Years in Profperity/* No won- 
der then that this is called Job's Captivity ty 
when the Writer had his Eyes fo ftrongly fixt 
on that of his Country and Himfelf ^ 

One Argument that this piece cannot be fo 
old as Mofes at leaft, might be taken from the 
Authors fpeaking of jvriting upon Lead ^;prO' 
vided that it could be made appear, that this 
is a proper Tranflatibn of the Words. The 
Vulgate renders the word mflV by Plumbi 
Lamina^ from whence it is apparent what O- 
pinion the Authors of that Verfion were of. 
The LXX, and our Englijh^ have only MoAiC- 
Sc^ Lead. But indeed, if msy be rightly 
tranflated Lead^ it muft mean the Materials on 
which the Writing was made. For Lead is 
too (oft a Subftance to be ufed in the Nature 
of a Style. What Time the Cuftom of Writing 
upon Lead began is uncertain, but *tis proba- 
ble not 'till late. The oldeft Infcriptions were

on Stones^, as the Law at Mount Sinai ^; or 
on Stones plaiftered over, as were thofe in 
Gilgal '. Lead and Brafs^ and the like, may be 
fuppofed not to have come into ufe, 'till 
Commerce, and Literature, and the politer 
Arts of Life, made Writing more frequeht 
and Neceflary. That Lead was in ufe in the 
Aagufian Age, appears from Tacitns ^ 5 and that 
it continued fome little Time after is aderted 
by other Authors*; but how long before that 

it had been introduced^ is not fo clear. Pofi-

That msy was fome heavy Subftance, ap- 
pear» from E»^d. if. 10/ where Pharaoh and 
his Army are faid to have funk to the bot<* 
tom of the J^i Sea D'lfilW- But in order to 
this being Lead^ 'tis neceffary that it fhould 
be not only heavy but duUile^ properties very 
diftind. In J^chariah $. 8. we meet with 
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nnS^yn tl» the Stone efOphereth. By this one 
would be apt to think, that it means fome 
hard Stond, Iharpened either by Nature or Art, 
and fo fit for engraving on a Rock. That n^fiiy 
Ophereth included under it the Notion of Hard- 
nefs or Strengthy appears yet in the Arabic 
Verb ^ks, Aphar; and that fuch Stones were 
ufed by the Ancients inftead of I^ivesy and 
Tools for engraving, may be learnt from Mo^ 
fes\ ^eremiah^ and Herodotus^. 

'But in which of thefe Senfes foever we take 
the Word, 'tis plain that our Author was ac- 
quainted with the Manner of writing upon 
iVax or Skin f J or other materials at^eaft, more 
manageable than Stones or Lead^ but not fo 
lafting. For he wifhes in the f^rft place for a 
Booky nSD Sepher^ to write his Words in. But 
as if that was not fufficient, or like to be da^ 
rable enough, he wants farther an Iron or Stone 
Style to engrave them on a Rock. 

It might now perhaps be expedied, that I 
ihould proceed to the next Words, which make

Thefe Replications and Rejoynders continue 
to the 32** Chapter, where Elihu begins the 
Share he takes in the Conference. This brings 
us to the 1%"^ Ch. which concludes the 4^^ 
Acft, when the Deity appears and clofeth the 
Scene in the s''^. 

I will not fay, that this is the firfl: Tragedy 
that we know of as extant in the World, or 
that any Eaftern Produdions of this Nature 
laid the Foundation of the Greek Stage ^. It

«uid which 'tis impoilible they fhoulid uadeiv 
ftand* 

But if this is a proper Representation v£ 
the Cafe^ urill it not be a fiarrther Proof of the 
Latenefs of the Compofition? Poetry no doabc^ 
fadi as it was, muft have been of very ancient 
Original. Bat then ic feems to have been con*- 
fined for a long time to Songs^ fliort Hymni, 
Psmegyricks, and the like ; rather taught aiUI 
treafared up in the Memory^ like thofe of thk 
Druidi % than committed to writing. Regular 
t^bems moft have been owing to Leiftire, B- 
dncation, and the Ei^blifiiment of Schoob 
and Academies. There Men of Letters, and 
Lovers of Retirement, might without Inter- 
ruption give fcope to their Fancy, and culd- 
vate its Soj^eftions into an orderly well di^ 
gefted Syftem. 'Twas then, and not before, 
that abftrufe Metaphyfical Subjeds began tA 
enrirpby men's Thoughts, and which were fa^ 
every bne treated according to his difiereht 
Inclination and Abilities. 

If the word ^febovah is carefully avoided

improper to have made them uf^ a word, with 
which they were not to be ftxppofed to have 
been acquainted* At the Beginning and the 
Conclufion, where the Author had ho foreign 
Charader to maintain, the wx>rd Jehovah is 
conftatatly ufed. > But all this lool^ like art 
and contrivance i and was not at all attended 
lb by thofe, that thought Mofes the Author of 
jchis Piece. 

..When the Author fpeaki.of, ^^«g«ig the 
Earth upon nothings ch.%6. 7. doth it not feem 
to imply as if he was, in fome fort at lead, 
acquainted with the Sphenial Figure of the 
£arth? But this could hardly have been be- 
fore long Voyages were undertaken by fea> and 
when by failing down the Atahian. Gulph upon 
the fame Meridianj men had an Opportunity of 
difcovering fome Stars towards the South Foley 
and lofing others towards the Norths which 
would appear and difappear in a contrary or- 
der as they were returning homewards. But 
long Voyages were not thought of 'till many 
iff€s after Mofes ^^ and confecjucnily^ w€m a"& 
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this Argument can be depended on, it proves 
the Compofition before us to have been of 
a much later Date than the Time of that 
Lawgiver. 

'Twas about the Captivity only at far theft 
perhaps, that the Jews began to pay that Scru- 
pulous, and I had almoft faid Superftkious^ re- 
gard to the Tetragrammaton, that 'tis known 
they did in after- times. If this was.^any rea- 
fbn for fuppreiling it in the -Compofition be.- 
fore us, it will be a farther Proof of the Age 
where we ar« to fix it. 

And that we are not much out in this^ will 
appear from f^ veral other Circumftances. The 
Word Satan^ for an Evil Principle^ occurrs no 
where I behevc earlier than i Chron.ir. i. 
But the Author of that Book, 'tis evident, lived 
as low as the Captivity. The word T\T\ I{uacb 
is ufed Jobj^.if. for a feparate Exiftence, or 
what we now properly underftand by the word 
Spirit. But here and i Kings 22. 21. are, 
I think, the only places where we meet with 
the Word in that Senfe. But the Author of the 
Book of Ki^gs lived as late as the 37'^ Year of 
Jebojachims Captivity at leaft, or 3 3 Years be» 
fore the Return under E:^a. The word D^B^llp 
J^edujbim^ Holy onesy Job j-. i. and Ch.if.i f./is 
exaiSly in the Stile of Dan.\.x\\ ^^ x.Vv^'^^:^^ 
tlon of Guardian An^els^ jfot ^ ^^xx^ fe^m^'^owc- 
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towed from the fame Coantty. Twas to lin- 
ing and convcrfing here, or to keep op to 
the Charaders of the Speakers perhaps, that 
we meet with fuch a number of Syriac and 
Chaldee fignifications of words interfperfed 
throughout this Poem, fcarce, if at all, to bfc ^ 
met with in the other Books of the old Teft&. 
ment. 

*Tis faid that about 3^ years after the Death 
of Alexander the Great \ or about ^43 years af-

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Coos. Is it then at all to be wondredat^ that 
this Author^ in or near the Country from 
whence Berojus came, fliould introduce the 
Deity asking ^ob^ if he knew ^^the Statutes of 
^^ Heaven ', or appointed its Government over the 
^^Earthr A qi^ftion natural enough to be 
asked at a Tiaie, and in a Country, when and 
where it was the received Opinion, that there 
were fuch Influences. 

It may be (aid indeed that the Government 
or Influences here fpoken of may not be A^ 
ftralogical but ^byficaly and refped the open* 
ing of the Seafcms, or the alterations of Wea« 
ther, caufed^ or fuppo{ed to be caufed, by 
the Heiliafal rifings or Settings of particular 
Starst 

But even allowing this to be the Cafe, it 
will be a pretty ftrong Argument, that we are 
not much out in fixing the Date of this Piece 
where we have done. I have elfewhere ob* 
ferved^, that the oldeft mention we find made 
of ConftdUtioos, is in the Prophets IJaiah and 
Jbnos.

147*^, who (eems to have lived 
about that Time, in allufion to this pra<9:ice, 
defcribeth the Deity as telling the Number 
of the Stars, and calling them all by their Names. 
' And now, upon a review of what hath been 
faid, let it be confidered, whether a Poem of 
this Rind, compofed at this Time, and con- 
du(9:ed in the manner we have feen it is; let 
it be confidered I fay, how improbable it is 
that we fhould here meet with fo ftrong, fa 
exprefs a Declaration of a ^furreBion^ as fbme 
perfons apprehend we do.

ed in this pafTage, is plain from the tarn and 
caft they have given it, and by inferting the 
words Day and Wbrmsy not to be found in the 
original. But one would have thought the very 
elearnefsy with which this Dodrine is here made 
to be taught, ihould have led others to fuf- 
ped at leaft, the Place not to have been du- 
ly rcndred; Would the Author, who hath ob- 
ferved the Charaders of the Perfons fpeaking 
in other Inftances, have put fo fublime a Do- 
d;rine as this into the Mouth of one that was 
not of the Family of Jacob f Had the Deity 
faid fomething of this Kind at the End, would 
it not have been a much fhorter, and more 
pertinent Anfwer to any thing that could have 
been alledged againft the unequal DiJ^enfations 
of Providence, than appealing only to inftan- 
tes of His Power? *Tis true indeed, they 
might collect that an omnipotent Being could 
lie under no Temptation to do wrong; but 
His exprefsly afluring, that He would, at the 
eonfummation of all things, openly and vifibly 
appear, and do Juftice to the Virtuous and a^ 
Aided, would have been more fatisfadory. 

To fpeak the truth, the words feem to in- 
tend any thing rather than a l^urreBioni they 
have another very eafy and natural Meaning, 
and perfectly confiftent with the carrying on 
of the Drama. Tis many times difficulty it 
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mud: be owned, to conne(3: the Courfe of the 
Argament; and whoever will attempt a TranC- 
lation of this Book, will find, 1 fear, feveral 
Diflocations, Mutilations, and Corruptions '. 
And yet notwithftanding this, we may gather 
in general, that in order to account for Job^s 
Misfortunes, his Friends charge him with Guilt 
and the Breach of his Duty. Having juftified 
his Innocence with regard to this Article, they 
ftill infift upon it, that if he is dear from any 
open and notorious Commiifions, yet he mufl: 

I AtQongft feveral other Examples that might be 
produced, the following Emendations are humbly 
fubmitted to the Judgment of the Learned. They 
are offered only as Conjedures, which every one may 
admit or rejed as he thinks proper.

We find frequent mention made by Authom 
of Sheets of Lead applied to other ufes than 
writing upon. Diofcorides a Phyfician of jfya--

mmXA [io\vQfii^i Galen in the Reign of the 
Emperor Trajan has fbme where Kimitit/; he /m- 
?\,6Gfii y^'Ma/;. Neroy according to Suetonius ^^ufed 
to lay Sheets of Lead upon his Breaft, in order 
to ftrengthen his Breath, and by that means 
fit himfelf for finging. This (hews that Sheets 
of Lead were well known at the time when 
thefe feveral Authors wrote, how little foever 
it may help us to difcover the Age when they 
firft began to be applied to the purpofes o£ 
writing. That perhaps might be about the 
fame time that Brafs was ufed on the like ac- 
count. How foon that was, will be a point hard 
to fettle, as Authors are fo exceedingly filent 
on that Head. Thus much is certain however^ 
that at ^ome^ the Cuftom of writing upon Brafs 
was as old as the beginning of the Confular
